Applicant 
strenuously disagrees, however, with the Examiner's position that one of ordinary 
skill in the art would expect a tumble drum to move in a forward and a backward 
manner in order to provide for a consistent product feed simply because the 
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conveyor which feeds the tumble drum has a product tray which moves with a 
forward and backward movement. Moving the product tray in a forward and 
backward manner would not suggest moving a tumble drum in a forward and 
backward manner.
